LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL

Washington, D. C., November 1 , 1929 . 

Sir: Educationists have found .that a bibliography of current 
literature, frequently issued, is useful and necessary. Others not so 
closely connected with the American school system perhaps, parents, 
community centers, and other groups of various kinds, have found a 
similar need for such a list; and librarians, who are educators in a 
broad sense, have found the bibliography a tool of the trade. 

This manuscript provides an annotated, classified bibliography of 
hooks, articles from periodicals, reports, surveys, proceedings of 
associations, and investigations and research into present educational 
conditions. The period January to June, 1929, inclusive, is covered.
